POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS. 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on whicai 
stalk and Lincolns ear are a good spot to 
look for wear. On a coin classed as very 
good most lines should be showing, on a 
coin graded fine they should be sharp. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded tine should 
have full liberty. 


6 CENT BUFFALO: On a good cuin exge 
of word Liberty may be slightiy wurn, bu: 
on one graded very good the word Liberiy 
is clear anc one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, a 
coin classed as very fine has tull horn aud 
tail snuws on hip. 

10 CENT MERUv&Y: Watch lines on 
fasces, on co’'.s classed very g.vd sol 
fasces lines suuw, a fine coin suould have 
most all lines, 


FOR BEGINNERS who are just staitiug 
to collect, here are a lew SUggeStiONs alin 
some advice. First, a coin guide viok 1s 
a@ must. They can be puichasceu avr ya.ul us 
more for helptul initormation: on care, 
condition, vaiue, amvuunt wuunted, types, 
how coins are made, and othe: news ol 
help and interest. Most coins can be iouna 
in circulation. As you are making jour 
set always try to improve the worn cuius 
Value of coins depends greatiy on thc 
condition. Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced, Ir you must wy. 
use a common date coin. Lhere are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and otuer suppies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins uo not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than anotuer are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trad.ng 
with collectors. Mint sets can be boughi 
by writing the Treasury Vept., U. S. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling. 4c 
obtain Proof Sets of current year send 
$2.10 money order to Supt. Phila. Mint 
16th and Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order as many sets as 
you wish. Commemorative half dollars 


are authorized periodically by Congress 
These halves when issued are not sold by 
the mints. they are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Congress at face 
value. The Commission then sells the 
halves at a premium.

From Your Editor’s Desk — 





Mint Director 


Yours Truly and the Assistant U.S. 


Leland Howard, assistant U.S. mint director was the guest 
speaker at the “New Jersey Numismatic Society” dinner, this was 
the society’s (25) Anniversary, held at the ‘Robert Treat” Hotel 
in Newark. 

Your editor is shown presenting Mr. Howard with a compli- 
mentary copy of the April issue. Mr. Howard’s first comment was 
“Oh you're the fellow who advocates the letter (P) on proof coins.” 
The speech made was very interesting which gave informative 
news. The process and general production of our coins and currency 
was the main subject. The talk also had moments of quibs and old 
humor adages to further express various subjects. His report men- 
tioned some 22,000 tons of gold was on hand in deposit. The minting 
of coins for other countries and the recent general inquiries of the 
numismatic fraternity. He brought out the great expansion of the 
new collectors in the past 5 years when 3,000 to 8,000 proof sets 
were struck yearly to meet the collectors demand. A small staff 
was used to maintain these small single orders, but in the past year 
it was common to receive orders of up to 10,000 sets to one person. 
Today a limit of 100 sets per order is allowed to meet the demand 
for every one. The subject of Gold Certificates, and the new “In 
God We Trust” bills printed on the newly purchased presses was 
mentioned. Mr. Howard volunteered to try and answer some of the 
questions of the group. One being the gold notes, at the time of 
the gold standard act of 1933 gold coins were considered of num- 
ismatic value as there was a fairly large body of collectors. Cur- 
rency collectors were few and no mention or protest was made to 
have them collectable. The law to this effect was never changed 
during the course of 25 years. As it stands gold notes should be 
turned in. It was brought out by a Federal Agent who visited our 
office that the gold notes turned into the Treasury Dept. will re- 
ceive their face value. Your editor finds the discussion of this 
subject can be carried on for hours pro-con with no end, but in- 
teresting. 

In all respects I believe the U.S. Mints, the Monetary System 
and employees, are the best in the world, one we can be proud of. 

All in attendance of this successful dinner agreed it was most 
interesting and enjoyable. Other photos and report are in the en- 
closed pages.

Sherbrooke Coin 
Club — Talk 


Sherbrooke, Que., March 31 — 
Coin collecting not only has 
grown by leaps and bounds — a 
happy trend — but has reached 
the point where “everyone is go- 
ing along with the crowd” in 
numismatic fashions, leaving 
nooks and crannies where the 
new collector can reap a fine 
harvest of pleasure and satis- 
faction, at little expense. “Yet 
most of us are very fashion con- 
scious”, Don Allen of Montreal 
told the Sherbrooke Coin Club 
here tonight. “We collect what 
everyone else is trying to collect.” 


Mr. Allen, who himself special- 
izes in several areas of world 
paper money, cited medals, com- 
munion tokens, minor foreign 
coinage, English date series, Can- 
adian broken bank bills and con- 
temporary foreign paper as areas 
that are being largely overlooked. 


“They are no less interesting 
to collect than our modern deci- 
mal series, Canadian, Newfound- 
land and U.S. if anything, 
perhaps more so’, Mr. Allen 
claims. ‘““However you don’t just 
write down your want list and 
fill in a cheque. You really have 
to search to find what you want.” 

Mr. Allen displayed two of his 
favorite foreign bills, the Balboa 
of Panama and an emergency | 
paper dollar of Hongkong. The! 
Balboa was issued to replace the | 
United States dollar when a pro-| 
Nazi regime had brief control of | 
the Panamanian government, in 
1941. Few were released. The} 
Hongkong bill, a crude overprint 
on a Chinese note, circulated in 
the last days before the fall of 
Hongkong, Christmas, 1941, when 
the colony was cut off from its 
regular supplier of notes. 

Such currencies are of little 
dollars-and-cents value, but are| 
of exceptional interest for the 
stories they can tell. 

Referring to his article, ‘““Mon- 
etary Intermediates’, in the Feb- 
ruary Numismatist, Mr. Allen 
urged coin enthusiasts to be on 
the alert for off-beat local mon- 
etary items “all too easy to over- 
look”. He displayed tickets used 
as money within Montreal muni- 
cipal restaurants, and suggested 
that collectors perhaps were too! 
arbitrary in what they excluded | 
from the numismatic realm. 

“The important thing is to find 
a collecting area that appeals to 
you, and then to learn all you 
can about it and see that your 
learning is preserved”, it was 
stressed.

BUFFALO-INDIAN 
NICKELS 


1913 - 1938 
5th article of a series on grading. 


POINTS OF WEAR 
Obverse - ribbon on hair 
Reverse - horn-tail on pelvic bone

The FLYING EAGLET printed a letter from Mr. Phil A. Smith 
of Thiensville, Wisconsin, in April, stating that a Buffalo Nickel, 
1913-s Type Two in fine condition, (a $19.00 coin) had been received 
in circulation. Millions of collectors must agree with Mr. Smith that 
it is great fun to collect a series still in circulation where there is 
a chance that a valuable coin occasionally may be found. Actually 
there are more than twenty-five different Buffalo or Indian head 
nickels which bear a premium in very good condition. 

One of these premium bearing nickels is the much publicized 

937-D three-legged piece. The missing leg is the left fore leg, the 
arnt leg to the right of the buffalo’s beard. One recently found in 
circulation by a student, Bill Griffith of Hooven, Ohio, who brought 
it in the next morning after the find to show it to your writer. 

Another interesting variety in this series is the 1918-D with 
the ‘8’ struck over ‘7’. This is the scarcest Buffalo Nickel with the 
actual number in existance unknown. To illustrate its value: if you 
have one in uncirculated condition you could probably swap it even 
for eight or ten uncirculated 1909-s-vdb cents! 
, The original design of the Buffalo-Indian Head Nickel was 
" Peicney changed in the year of issue which makes two distinct types 
for the collector. On type or variety I, the Buffalo stands on a 
raised mound, On the later issue of 1913, and subsequent years of 
issue, there is a straight line or base to the mound. 

The ‘F’ under the date on this nickel is the initial of the de- 
signer, James E. Fraser. Mr. Fraser used three Indians to create 
the obverse composite design and a massive bison named “Black 
Diamond” for the reverse.
